MILLIONS of pounds 
worth of funding for 
highway maintenance is 
to be slashed from 
county council budgets 
this winter - and resi¬ 
dents will be asked to 
pick up the extra work 
for restocking grit bins 
and a raft of other jobs. 

Snow clearing, weed 
treatment and grass cut¬ 
ting services in the 
Blackdowns will all be 
cut back, as highways 
bosses look to save a 
total of £3.4 million to 
keep pace with the gov¬ 
ernment’s austerity 
measures. 

And residents are being 
encouraged to make up 
the difference by volun¬ 
teering as road wardens 
to ensure maintenance 
work is carried out. 


The council says it is 
looking to recruit an 
“army” of community 
volunteers to clear 
weeds, scrub signs and 
even carry out small pot¬ 
hole and road surface re¬ 
pairs. 

The scheme has al¬ 
ready won the backing of 
the Devon Association of 
Local Councils, and indi¬ 
vidual authorities would 
nominate wardens to rep¬ 
resent the town. 

Councillor Stuart 
Hughes, the county 
council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highway manage¬ 
ment, said the authority 
has to find a “different 
approach” to tackling 
problems on the roads, 
with “massive pressure”

The Blackdown Hills Environmentally Sensitive 
Area Scheme (ESA) came to an end on 31 August 
after a twenty year life. This scheme was introduced 
in 1994 by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food to financially support farmers and landowners 
with their efforts to maintain and enhance the sig¬ 
nificant environmental value of this beautiful area 
of East Devon and South Somerset. This includes 
the network of hedges, unimproved grassland and 
hay meadows, traditional farm buildings and historic

monuments. 

The Scheme proved to be popular and, I believe, 
achieved many of its objectives.

He said: “Devon County Coun¬ 
cil’s revenue budget is being re¬ 
duced year on year, and we don’t 
receive enough money to keep 
doing all of the routine work, or do 
some work as frequently, as we 
have been able to do in the past. 
Our budget is being spread ex¬ 
tremely thinly across the network. 

“We need to find a different ap¬ 
proach by calling on the help of 
local communities and we are 
looking to respond positively to of¬ 
fers of help that we have received 
from local communities. 

“Having reflected on some suc¬ 
cessful self-help schemes already 
completed, we have developed a 
scheme to enable our communities 
to work with us - we want to em¬ 


power communities to take local 
action.” 

Elsewhere in Devon, town and 
parish councils have bought their 
own lawnmowers to cut grass 
verges and held ‘tidy town’ days 
where members of the community 
take part in a mass de-weeding ex¬ 
ercise. 

Residents in Harcombe, near Sid- 
mouth, have even carried out road 
repairs themselves, as the county 
council looks to reduce its £758 
million highways backlog. 

Cllr Hughes added: “We have al¬ 
ready started to talk to town and 
parish councils about how we pri¬ 
oritise our spending. 

“It is important that we are al¬ 
ready having the conversation on 
how to work together more closely 
to deal with the challenge of deliv¬ 
ering priority highway mainte¬ 


nance work and meeting the local 
priorities of communities on the 
road network. 

“The Road Wardens would pro¬ 
vide a vital link between their 
community and local highways 
staff to co-ordinate their resources 
based on their local priorities.” 

Councillor Ken Browse, chair¬ 
man of the Devon Association of 
Local Councils, added: “Our com¬ 
munity leaders have got to look to 
their community. The community 
knows their own area and the is¬ 
sues that need to be dealt with. 

“At the end of the day we are 
here for our communities. If parish 
and town councils have enthusias¬ 
tic individuals, we are always up 
for the job. That will always be the 
case.”

Chairman presents awards 
to best kept village winners 


WINNERS of the county and district best kept village 
competition received their awards from the Chairman 
of East Devon District Council, Councillor Graham 
Godbeer. 

Best Kept Village is a long-established county-wide 
competition run by the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) and sponsored by Mole Valley 
Farmers. 

Villages are assessed by an independent panel of 
judges who mark competitors against country-wide 
criteria. 

When the results become available, the Devon ad¬ 
ministrator of Best Kept Village tells the district coun¬ 
cil which villages have won the various categories in 
the county, and also provides scores for the competing 
villages within East Devon. 

From those scores, the district council works out 
which villages within East Devon should be awarded 
cups as winners of the district competition within the 
Large and Small Village Categories and which vil¬ 
lages are runners-up. 

The East Devon element of the competition is a way 
of acknowledging the efforts of villages within the 
district. The cups - Baker and Glanvill - are engraved 
annually. The winners and runners-up of each cate¬ 
gory also received a framed certificate signed by the 
Chairman. 

A council spokesman said: “East Devon District 
Council is always keen to support competitions of this 
nature, which celebrate the great community spirit 
within the district’s villages”.

Grants still available for homes and 
businesses affected by flooding 


Remembrance in 
Hemyock and Clayhidon 

In Hemyock a Remembrance Parade, which 
all are welcome to be a part of, will leave the 
Parish Hall at 10am on Remembrance Sun¬ 
day (November 9th). 

The parade will march to St Mary’s Parish 
Church for the service at 10.15am. 

On Tuesday, November 11th there will be a 
10 minute Act of Remembrance held at the 
War Memorial alongside the church at 
10.50am. 

In Clayhidon there will be a Service of Re¬ 
membrance in St Andrew’s Church at 10am 
on Sunday November 9th. The congregation 
will come out to stand in the Church Drive fac¬ 
ing the War Memorial to join any others who 
have already gathered for the Act of Remem¬ 
brance at 11am. 

The names of all the men from Clayhidon 
who were killed in the First and Second World 
Wars will be read out. 



SOUTH Somerset home owners and 
businesses directly affected by flooding 
last winter can still apply for a grant of 
up to £5,000 to help reduce the risk of 
flooding. 

The Government-funded Repair and 
Renew Grant scheme can provide grants 
for additional flood resilience or resist¬ 
ance measures for homes and businesses 
that have been hit by the floods, over 
and above repairs that would normally 
be covered by insurance. 

Affected residents need to apply to 
their local district council to bid for the 
grant. 

Any home or business damaged by the 
floods between December 1st 2013 and 
March 31st 31 could be eligible for a 
grant. 

There are number of criteria to satisfy 
- for example the interior of the property must have 
been damaged, applicants must not have received or ap¬ 
plied for other sources of public or insurance funding 
to carry out the same work. 

Even if you have already fitted new measures follow¬ 
ing last winter’s flooding you can still apply for the 
grant retrospectively to cover the cost. 


Environment Minister Dan Roger- 
son MP said: “By making some small 
changes to your house you will re¬ 
duce the chance of your house flood¬ 
ing in the future. Please do not miss 
this opportunity to protect your prop¬ 
erty.” 

Ric Pallister, Leader of South Som¬ 
erset District Council and Chairman 
of the Health and Housing Flood Re¬ 
covery Group for Somerset said: “It 
is vital that anyone who believes they 
may be eligible contacts the council 
at the earliest opportunity as the work 
must be completed and the grant 
drawn down before 31st March 2015. 

“The Government have advised us 
that they do not want households to 
jump through lots of bureaucratic 
hoops and our officers will do every¬ 
thing they can to help property owners access this fi¬ 
nancial help.”

Haunted by the ghosts of 
children and hanged rebels 


THE ghosts of hanged 
rebel soldiers and 
“Spunkies” or "Will-o’- 
the Wisps" (unbaptized 


children) were widely 
believed to haunt the 
wastes and moors of 
Clayhidon and other re¬ 
mote parts of the Black- 
down Hills, according to 
an academic study. 

Stories of lost souls 
wandering the hills were 
common and bandits and 
thieves traded on local 
superstition and fear to 
move through the land¬ 
scape unchallenged, says 
Lucy Ryder. 

She writes about the 
“haunted” Hemyock 
road between Broad 
Street in Clayhidon and 
Churchinford in a 227- 


page thesis, Change and 
Continuity: a Study in 
the Historic Landscape 
of Devon, submitted to 
theUniversity of Exeter 
and available online. 

This road runs along 
the former common of 
Ridgewood at Bolham 
Water, which was “the 
haunting grounds of 
ghosts, demons and other 
spirits, and much of the 
supernatural encounters 
occurred either at night 
or as the mist comes in”. 

A report of the Western 
Circuit in 1690 described 
the “bewitching” of 
Jacob Seley en route to 


Taunton after an evening 
at a public house. Mr. 
Seley told the judge that 
he had been set upon by 
the ghosts of “Mon¬ 
mouth’s Men... hang’d 
on the sign post”, and 
that the ghosts went on to 
steal his horse. 

It was thought he had 
been told the stories of 
hauntings by locals in the 
pub over dinner (and no 
doubt a few drinks), and 
that the thieves had fol¬ 
lowed him from the inn 
to trade in on his fear. 

“It is known that many 
men from the local com¬ 
munities joined the Mon¬ 


mouth rebel army in 
1685and camped on 
Luppitt C ommon,’ ’ 

writes Ms Ryder. “Local 
stories state that many of 
these men were executed 
on Black Down Com¬ 
mon which lies on the 
border with Hemyock in 
Uffculme. Thus it was 
thought that these men 
still wandered the com¬ 
mons trying to get 
home.”

Bishopswood Ladies 

ON Thursday, October 2nd, 12 members of 
the Bishopswood Ladies went to Street for the 
day. 

The first port of call was The Grange, a grand 
house which was originally a farm and tithe 
barn belonging to Glastonbury Abbey. 

This building is now owned by The Alfred 
Gillett Trust, a charity set up to protect the his¬ 
toric collection of various papers, brochures, 
drawings, machinery and shoes from nearly 
200 years of shoe making in Street. 

The archivist Charlotte Berry gave members 
an insight into the history of this listed building, 
which had been used as a school, a midwifery 
school, a home for Basque refugees and a hos¬ 
pital during the Second World War before being 
used to house workers at the factory. 

The company was started by brothers James 


and Cyrus Clark with the first item made being 
a pair of sheepskin slippers. Members were 
able to see some old catalogues, sketches, 
books, etc. before entering a purpose-built 
building for housing all these artefacts. Shoes 
are kept in acid-free tissue paper and boxes 
after they have been photographed. A fantastic 
record for future generations. This is an on¬ 
going operation as more and more things come 
to light. 

The ladies then had a couple of hours to have 
lunch or do some shopping before meeting at 
The Shoe Museum in the High Street where 
there was a guided tour with the curator, Dr. 
Pam Walker. 

There are many glass show cases with hun¬ 
dreds of shoes from Roman times through to 
modern day. A most enjoyable day.

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Consultation over Somerset library services 


EXTENDING wi-fi and expanding the outreach services 
for those who cannot visit a library are just some of the 
proposals being put forward by Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil. 

A paper went before Somerset County Council’s Cabi¬ 
net on October 22 exploring a range of new proposals, 
which would see no library buildings close but will make 
savings of almost £500,000. 


The proposals will be going out for formal consultation 
at the beginning of this month where everyone will have 
a chance to comment before any decisions are made. 

Proposals include seeing wi-fi installed in all libraries 
across the county, outreach services expanded for those 
who cannot visit a library, phasing out the lending of 
CDs, making changes to how the Performing Arts Library 
Service is delivered and introducing criteria for stops on 


the mobile library route. 

There have been no proposals put forward that would 
see any library buildings close or communities becoming 
responsible for the running of any libraries. 

Cllr David Hall, Cabinet Member with responsibility 
for libraries, said, “These proposals will enable us to pro¬ 
vide a good quality library service, whilst potentially sav¬ 
ing the council nearly £500,000. As the proposals show, 
there are still tough decisions to make, but I want to stress 
we have no plans to close any library buildings. These 
proposals will support us in keeping them open for all to 
enjoy.” 

The majority of proposals aim to have as little impact 
on frontline services as possible. A management restruc¬ 
ture will take place to ensure the service is well positioned 
to improve and encourage reading, improve health, im¬ 
prove access to information and increase digital usage 
take up. 

A 10 week consultation begins on November 3rd where 
the public and key stakeholders will have their chance to 
comment on the proposals. A final decision on the way 
forward will be made in February 2015.
